that my comments .011 the shortcom- 
comings or ignorance of many voters 
is not intended to.reflect on any party 
or candidate—Well it .will": be found 
that of the whole number voting in 
Reno, only 1757 voted .for President 
and that apparently 309 ^expressed no 
choice for the highest office"in-the gift 
of the people.
